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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1,12, and 19 are objected to because of the following informalities: while the 
wording of the above claims is clear, it is the opinion of the examiner that it is the positioner 
block that has a pivot pin and not the feed table as this is what is described in the specification 
and shown in the drawings; the claims will be treated as such for the purpose of examination. 
Appropriate correction or clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Thompson (US 3,322,378). 

Regarding claim 1: Thompson disclose a restraining arrangement for limiting the 
separation between a feed table 34 of a mobile track drill and a positioner block 24 
having a pivot pin 43 moxmted thereto. The arrangement includes the following features: 

- A first constraint device 30 secured to the positioner device. 

- A second constraint device 32 secured to the feed table where the 
second device receives the first device around it and retains the first 
device such that the second device is rotatable relative to the first. 

Regarding claim 24: The second device circumscribes the pivot pin. 
Regarding claim 25: The second device is coaxially rotatable relative to the first 

device. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5 . Claims 1 2-23, 26, and 27 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. In view of applicant's amendment, the objection to the specification has been withdrawn. 

7. Applicant's arguments wdth respect to claims 1-23 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
